This was that Anticoriſt that appeared i in, 
and tq our firſt Parents, and that whiclt they + 
harlotred with from'the Lord God: he crea- 
ted Adam blinde and naked;<to this end,that 
Adam might not (ee,but God orkim;nor As 
dam might not know,but what God newin - 
mtg] for hin; and ſo this Adam; cthongh po

blinde and naked, yet cloathed with ſuch di- 
vine rgbes,as were altogether inconſiſtent to 
fleſhly Adam ; fo here was God All,the crea- 
ture Nothing. 

But now comes the Serpent, which is the 
{ubtileſt beaſt in mans worldly heart, name- 
ly, Self and Fleſþ ; and that diſpenſes its wiſ- 
dome into the heart of the Creatures, and 
that bids them eat, and then their etes ſhould 
be opened,& they ſhould be as Gods,know- 
ing good andevil. Now man deliring (by 
the report of tlelhly wifdome) to have his 
eyes opened,and to be as God, and to be no 
more a ſubjc&,bur a King;no longcr govern. 
- ed, but a Governcur, runs away trom God, 
departs from his firſt Lover, and commits a- 
dultery with his own ficſhly wiſdom:And as 
Adam in the Hiſtory, ſo all in the Myſtery, 
commit daily fornication with the Whore 
our fleſhly wiſdomby eating of the forbidden 
tree;for this forbidden tree is in us, and we 
taſte of it continually, and hourly (after 
death for the ſame. 

/ This Garden of Eden in the myſtery, O man! 
| Is in thee,in whom God hath placed the ma» 
; Niteftation of himielte, and' hath brought 
Forth the buddings of his glory ; and any of 
theſe thou maicſt cat,but there is a tree inthe 
midit of this Garden of which thou maicf 
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Antichrift.in Man. 5 
not eat,which is thy heart,O man! this muſt 
be reſerved wholly to theLord;this God cals 
for, Pro. 23.28. My ſon,vive me thy beart ; that 
is,thou muſt aſcribe nothing to thy felt; bug 
give over all man into my hands, and wil- 
ling to be no.more,then Iwill be in chee,and 
to know no more then I ſhal know for thee, 
this is that forbidden tree that God would not 
have us eat of : but whole man with his wit- 
dom,reaſonygudg«ment, affeQtions, will and 
underftandirjg,muſt be given to theLord:bur 
now comes this Serpent our ſ{ubtill, fleſhly 
wiſdom in us, and'that,thinkes much toler 


God be all,do all,and hive the glory of all : _ 


but it would'fain ſee with its own eyes, and | , 


be a God unto its ſelf ; ſo it forſakes all the 
relt of the trees, which God hath giver.it'to 
eat of, namely,the maniteſtation of God'in 
the ſoul,and takes of its own fruit, and eats 
of that feaft that ficlh hath provided, and fo 
forſakes the fountain, and runs to the brohen Ci> 
fterr, Ter. 2.13.and thus our cyes comes'to be

Thus, O man ! thou ſeeft what that great 
whore z5, aud where ſhe lieth, even in the in- 
molt cloſets of thy ſoul. Now that thou 
maiſt be farther convinced,that this wi{dom 
of the fleſb,is the Antichriſt,the great whore,do 
but firſt conſider the Names,and (econdly,the 
Nature of her. 

Firſt, Her Names in Scripture are divers;as 
firſt;ſhe is called Antichriſt, which is as much 
as to {ay,againſiChrift:now man as a creature 
- not againſt OR butthe wiſdome of t 

eſh in man, this is againſt<Chriſt lo 
conſequently the great es or advile. 

SeFondly,She is called Babylon in Scripture, 
Rev.17.5.& 18.2.which is as much as to ſay, 
confuſion ; now all contalion that is wrought 
eittier in Pope,Presbyter,or any other particu- 
lar'State,is by the wiſdom of the fle{ſb,there- 
fore this is that preat Babylon. 
Thirdly, She is called that wicked one, 
2 Theſſ.3.8. Now all the a&anal wickednefſe 
thatproceeds from the ſons of men, flows 
from that original within, even. the wiſdome 
of the fleſh ; therefore fthe wiſdome of the 
fleſh, is that great wicked one, which is to be 
dcftroied. 

Fourthly, She is called the Mother of harlots 

" and abominations of the earth, Rev.17.5. Now 


what's the Mother of harlots2lurely this cannot

be either the Pepe, or any other particular 


State; for it the Pope be the Mother of Harlors, 
then I demand who,or what is the Mother of 
his Harlotry Then what, or w ho,is the Mo- 
ther of Harlots?why the is in us all in a myſtery, 
it is the wiſdom of the fleſþ in man,which is 
the mother of althe abomination Which is 
committed agaiſſt the Lord. 

This is that Aptcbriſt; this 15 Babylon;here 
1s the wiched one; This i5 the Matron of all ini- 
quicy,out. of the womb of flethly wiſaun pro- 
ceeds all that aQtuall tranſereſion chat is com- 
mitted againſt the Lord: all outward appear- 
ances of 1ins,are but the baſtards of this whore, 
the children of this range woman, and the brats 
ot this great Adultercſt; and happy,yca,t 
bleſſed thall that man be. called, who & 
take and daſh theſe coildren of the whore ag aint 

the ſtores; This man is Corift, who thall come 
in power and great glory in a Chriftian, ahd 
deliroy, and daſh in pieces the conceptions, 
bringings forth and appearances of fleſp!y 
Wiſdom in us: as we (hall ſhew more at large 
hereafter.

And ye now therefore have 
ſorrow, ſaith Chriſt : bchold O chriſtian; the 
lively Image of our condition ! when Chrift 
crucifies his own fleſh tous, in all thoſe ont= 
ward diſpenfations, wherein Cnc ee 
have enjoyed God. {a4 {rf 
Happily, herecofore we.have (cen much of 
God in our outward formall fellowſhips one 


with another,in fleſhly Ordinaners;-as Bape 
C 3 tilmez 
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tiſme of water, and breaking of bread; but 
- now happily Chrift is cruciticd in all theſe 
things tous, and we finde nothing but dead 
Feſbthere; nothing that can adminiſter any 
| fpiritual] comfort in any of thele things; ſee 
nothing but form and bare fleſh, bare water, 
bare bread and wine; inſomuch that we now 
confteſle, that our higheſt attainment: of the 
knowledge of Chriſt,hath been but a know- 
ledge after the fleſþh;now here lies Chriſt cru- 
cified to all thele things, and the foul dead 
to its wonted diſcoveries : 

Now the delign of thy fleſþly wiſdom, is 
to darken this death of Chriſt in thee ; thee 
cannot endure that the ſoul ſhould move out 
of its fleſbly diſcoveries; for ſhe loves the out- 
ward order , and fe(bly decency of all theſe 
thmgs; and therefore (he'll tel] thee, that 
Chriſt muſt be found here, or-no where; and 
thus keeps the ſoul in bondage to her ſelfe; 


inſomuch that the poor creature goes again 


and again to his outward worſhip, and yet 
findes no living Chi iſt there; nor is poſſeſſed 
with any more comfort in them, then pro- 
ceeds from the power of the fleſh;whereas in- 
deed the ſoul ſhould ng to waite in 
this dead condition,for the return of the þi- 
rit;te lie empty and bare at the gate of mercy, 


out of all thoſe formall diſpentations, from 


whence 
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whence Chriſt is departed ; waiting for the 
comforter : and therefore my councell is to all 
thoſe who ſee Chriſt dead to all fach carnall 
and flelhly diſpenſations in them : chriſtian, 
wait. upon the Lord, ard thou ſhalt renew thy 
ftrength; Chriſt muſt have his time to Iyc in 
the grave, hidden from thee in all his appear- 
ances to thee ; but this know,he will ſee thee 
again,zin a more ſpirituall diſcovery of him- 
ſelf; it is but a tvhile, and he that ſhall come 
will come, and will not tarry; and will take 
thee up into himiſelte, above theſe tipes and 
figures; he will be thy water, and bread and 
winc to thee; he will bring thee to the cn- 
joyment of the ſubſtance, and thon ſhalt no 
more live upon the ihadow; thou ſhalt live 
upon the kernell , and not alwaies be crack 
ing upon the thell;For if we be dead with Chriff, 
w'2 ſball alſo livz togetber with him; but be ſure in 
the mean timethat thou beware of the whore, 
leſt the by her appearances to thee in all out- 
ward worſhips,make thee believe that Chriſt 


y is living in all thoſe things wherein he is 


dead and buried. And thus in brief, you ſee 
that this ſtrumpet the wiſdonr of the fleſh, is 
an enemy to the diſcovery df Jefis Chrift in 
us. And now me thinks by this time we may 
ſee who is the great Antichriſt that John fpeabs of, 
in his tirſh Epi4, 4.coap.. 3. ver. That every ſpirit

Chriſt come in the fleſh? If thou would'(t 
know Chriſtian, what this Antichriſt is, and 
where {hee lies ,| thou necdelt not goe far to 
diſcover it;thou/needeſt not go to Keme,Can- 
terbury, or Weſtminſter , but thou maielt finde 
that Antichriſt in thee , denying Je to be 
come in thy fleſh. 
Oh,al ye that would fain (New your ſelves 
rofeſſed enemies to this Antichriſt, thac man 
of {in,who ſeeks to deſtroy root and branch, 
al thole in whom you conceive their are the 
appearances of him; return, return O man, 
into thy own boſome,and there behold him 
Tying ſecretly in thy own ſoul ; there is the 
Antichriſt, that deni:s every manifeſtation of 
God in thy fleſh; this is the whore that thou 
daily commits fornication with all ; this is 
the Ba'ylon, whoſe downfall will be 1 joyous to 
the Saints; this is the bererich and the cli{ma- 
tich, this it is that makes rents and divilions 
amongſt us: and therefore we ought every 
one of us, to delire God to ſubduc the wildeme 
of the fleſhin us, | and to wait upon the Lord 
untill he comes to ſhew us the judgement of 
the ſpiritual whore, this Antichriſt in us : and 
not ſo mach deſire the down-fall of cither 
Pope, Presbyter, or Independant, or any onner 
ate 
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State whatſoever; but to delire the ruine of | 
this myſtical! Babylon, which is the mother of { 
all our harJotry from the Lord:and ſo much 
ſhall ſaffice tor anſwer to the ſecond queſti- 
on,which is namely, How the IVore works, and 
what pretences ſe deludes the Jaus by ? 
We proceed now in oraer to a third que- 
ſtion. Namely, 
3. How t';e ſoul comes to attain to a ſight of ber ?

he hath (in all his waies and worlhips ) a- 
dulterated from the Lord : 

Therefore the Apoſtle faith, That the Spirit 
ſearcheth all thinzs, 2 Cor. 1. chat. So long as the 
ſoul lieth under the vail of the fleſh, to long 
ſelt is undiſcovered to him ; for while the 
creature lies wrapt up in the mantle of na- 
ture, it is in a ſpirituall (lumber or fleep:and 
lies as one palſive, under the workings of the 
wiſdom of the fleſh; rockt a tlcep in the cra- 
dle of fleſbly {ecurity : but now when God 
{peaks by the (mall and ill voice, yet pow- 
ertull utterance of the Spirit in a chriftian; 
come up hither; when God takes a ſoul yp be- 
yond felfe and creature : inlomnch that 
now thecreature ſees all but vanity below 
Chriſt: nowlT lay, the creature comes to 
ſome diſcovery of himſelf, but never before. 

That man that will view the breadth and 
length ofa City at once, muſt not alwaies 
be walking about in the ſtreets; but he muſ 
aſſay to get up to the top of ſome mountain 
that lies above it,and (o the City ſhal be di(- 
covered 
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covered to him,with its breadth and length -

Lerd by his Pirit doth (as it were) lote rhe 
ſoul to it ſe}f; when the creature comes to be 
ata loſs in it (elt,in all its fleſbly performan- 
ces;not knowing where to have recourſe; but 
ſees that his narrow feſbly heart is to wide a 
wildernes, that he is loſt in the many turn= 
ings and windings thereof:now the creature 
cones to bebold his firiturll alultcrres; now he 
fees into what a loſt condition he is fallen;

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faith he,v.8. Ani I count all things but loſſe for 
the excelleacy of Chriſt Jeſus my Lord, for whom I 
have ſuffered the lofJof all things, and do count them 
but dung, that I may win Chrijt: Paul never knew 
himielf, nor creature excellency aright, till 
God ſhewed him the exce}lency of the know- 
ledge of Chriſt, and when he comes to (ee 
the worth of Chriſt, then he ſecs himſelf in 
awilderneſle, and in this wilderneſle or loſt 
condition, he ſpies the vanity of all that was 
fleſh below Chriſt; fo that now when God 
carrics away a ſoul in the Spirit, and loſes it 
as it were, to its {e]f, and lets looſe the beams 
of his own glory upon it, ravitheth the heart 
with his own bcanty, catcheth him up as it 
were into the third Heavens , and ſhcweth 
ſuch divine excellency as it never yet apprc- 
hcnded; the /ou! by the clear afett of his bea- 
tificial viſion of God, begins now to {ee the va= 
nity and deformity of it felt, and is (as it 
were) in as great amazement of ipirit, as the 
man doubtlefie was, who was born blinde from 
the wimb,and yet now comes t9 fee the Sunnc, 
or as one that hath been ſhut np in a darke 
dungeon,and now comes to walk in the light, 
even thus it is with poor man in the higheſt 
olory and excellency of the fleih; when God 
ſends forth the heames of that Sun of righte- 
ouſnes upon poor Man, how dark he bcholds 
hint- 
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kimſclf to be, as he ſtands in relation to all 
flelhly «xcellency, when God thewes him the 
worth, valae and excellency ot himſelt in a 

Chritt; what %ofs , dung and drofle doth a 

Chriſtian eſtcem thoſe things to be, though 
tormerly never ſo glorions and excellenc ; 
and therefore Payl now no longer defires to be 
found in his own excellency,or in bimſelf,but ſaith 
he v. 9. That I may be found in him.not having my 
own righteoujnes whic! is by the law;but that which 
is by the faith of the ſon f God:the light of Chriſts 
excellency, it doth ſo tully diſcover ſelf and 
fleſh to the Chriſtian , as that now he loaths 
the ſcarlet colour, the glorious atire of the whore, 
evenall irs golden pertormances, her guild- 
ed vowcs and lacrifices. 

Q, all ye pvor fouls, who are apt to place 
your glar y in any thing below Chriſt, and to 
hang your righteouſnes upon your praters, 
faſtings mourning or any outward Ordinances, 
alas, how far are you miſtaken ! who when 
the Lord comes to carry you away in the fpi- 
7H, to {ceal your glory in Chriſt, your rightes 
ouſnes in þ/m;you wil then fee the odiouſhes 
of every thing below Chriſt,which ctheu haſt 
wondercd after; thou wilt then delire ther 
God might find thee in this wildernez,quite out 
of ſelf; that here may not be any hooferf the 
Beaſt in theegbut that thou maz'ſt wholly be in» 
FY AL® oo 
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corporated into Chriſt: in whom thou now 
ſeeit thy glory to |conliſt: And thus ye ſee, 
what the way is, that God ſeth to dilcover 
{:1f, or this //bore the wiſdome of the fleſb,to 
the foul. 

Secondly,Let us conlider how and in what: 
manner the {ſoul bcholds this Fore. 

A poor creature whom the Lord hath car- 
ried away, or taken up into the Spiritz that 
now lives &walks in the fpirit,he feces and be- 
holds himſelf not as he wa do for- 
merly; happily thou was wont to fee a glory 
and excellency in things that were below (God; 
but now on the contrary how loathſome/1s e- 
very thing, that comes ſhort of the divine ex- 

ellency of Chriſt: happily heretofore thou haſt 
{cen ſome worth in thy prayers, and in thy 
tearcs, ſome eſteemablenes in thy duties and 
pertormances,ſome plorz in thine own rightee 
ouſnes , but now' thou ſeeſt all theſe things 
which before were counted gain,to be but los 
unto thee; thou beholdit all thy own righte- 
euſnes,to be bart as a meniirous cloatb,f+ as a filthy 
Taz : happily heretofore thou boalteſt of thy 
pedipree with Paulzof the tribe of Benjamin,and of 
the ſtock of Tſrael; that thou art deſcerided from 
{uch a reformed church,from ſuch vifible diſpenſati- 
05;10 that as touching all legall wor{bips,out- 
ward forms and Ordinances, thcu may'it be no- 
| minatcd 
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minated a Phariſee 3 but now thou ſeeſt the 


_Jownes, and weaknes of theſe fleſhly things, 


wherein thou haſt formerly boaſted : now 
thou rejoycelt that thou hait attained to the 
knowledge of that Chriit which is, the end 
or ſubſtance of all theſe fleſbly chings unto 
thee, {o that now thou hatt no confidence in 
the fleſþ any longer ; bur arc become one of 
the true circumciſion that n orſhips God in the ſpirit, 
and rejoycerh in Chriſt e/us;in a ward, this 
fdirituallized chriſtian,ſec th al below Chriſt to 
be but the garment of chis ſpiritual ſtrumpet, 
that ſhe uſeth to appzar in to deceive him;he_ 
now ſees the whore, and her various-prerences, 
and how the hath tormerly deceived him in 
her ſeverall dreties ; he ſecs her not only in 
her gaudy attiregbut in the heizhe of ber mas 
deity,ever in her religious garment, ſo that 
now he ſceth how the wiſdome of the fleſb 
makes ule of all outward worſhip, formes and 
Ordinances, to dec: tve the heart of the (imple. 

Finally, this ſpirituzl]l Man, hath the ſame 
diſco very of this wyoriſh wildone, as Jobn had, 
Rev, 17. trom the 3. to the 7. verſe. 

[. 76hnhe ſaw the woman fitting upon a ſcar= 
let coloured Beaſt; truly when God carries thee 
away in the Spirit, thou wilt behold thy ſelf 
to be the Beaf , that this myſtical whore the 
Wijdome of the feſb, doth thus vaſſalize man in -

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. his falley condition from God;as it were Satans 
Pach-hor(e to all his deligns of wickednes, 
This Beaſt,bail frven heads and ten borns; theſe 
ſeven heads & ten hoxns, are ſeven Mountains 
and ten Kings, the Scripture {aith ; which in 
me,are nothing but thoſe powers of men 
which God hath indued him with all;as Rea- 
ſongÞVill, Aﬀetiion, Underſtanding and the like; 
and all thefe v.13. doe with one conſent give and 
aſcribe their power to the Beaſt, or poor Leaſtialized 
man; and this Beaſt man , imploies all theſe 
witch their power to make warre againſt the 
Lamb Coriſt 7:(1,v.1 4.and fo here is a diſco- 
ve ry of poor milled man, fighting the batrel| 
ofr the whore,vis fleſply wiſdom:all this doth the 
Chriſtian ap; rehend in himle]te , when the 
Lord carries him away in the ſpirit of bis glory. 
2. Fobn {av the woman: V. 4. arrated in [ urtle 
and icarlet colour, decht with gold Pearls and pre- 
cious ſtones ; truly Chriſtian, when the Lord 
takes away this falſe glat{ic eye of fleſh from 
thee, & indaes thee with ſpiricual eyc-ſjght 
from himſelf, thou ſhalt ſee this whore, thy 
tieſhly wiſdom, in all this her glory and cx- 
cellency in thee; for all theſe golden Pearles 
and precious ſtones,& ſcarlet colours,are but

ſhee comes out to meet the {ons of men; the tr 
| | y 0 
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ſo hereby the might wich the more facilizy 
dazle the cies,intatuate and bewitch the ſen- 
ſes of her {picituall lovers : but pw when 
God takes up a ſoul into Spirit, then fleſh is, 
as it wcre,uncloathed to the creature;and now 
the ſoul looks not at her glorions ſhewes, 
which formerly hath: bewitched his: heart; 
but he fees and knows that under that. golden 
babit, there walks this ſubtil Harlot ; under 
this peckled 5hin, there is a venemous, viper- 
ous, ſerpentine carcaſſe: the man whom God 
hath fpiritualized, when the wiſdome of the 
fleſh appears in him in her glory, 'clad with 
cxcellency, and adorned with all hes beauti- 
tall Robes ; yer all this while he ſees her na- 
hed and bare: the Spirit teacheth him to look 
inwardly,and not altogether outwardly;and 
this is ſuch a myſterz. that the poor,carnal heart 
cannot diſcern, becauſe he looks flelbly and 
carnally, and hath nor yet received this ſpirr= 
tual eye-fight from above. 

3.Buc then, 7obn ſaw the woman having a golds 
en cup in ber hand, full of abominations and filthines 
of her fornications. 

Now that foul which God wraps up.in ttat 
ſpirit of glory,he beholds this whore in himzand 
ſees how ſhe hath deluded him by ther golden 
Cup, to taſte of the wine of her fornications: 
for this golden Cup in he whores hand,is (in 
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the myſtery of ir) the gild-d pretences, and 
golden appearances of the wiſdome ot the 
fleſb; in which pretences there is contained, 
the wickednefſe of her abominations, and 
filthinefle of her fornication. 

A man catched ap,and carried by the ſfirit 

to walk in thelite of Chriſt, and to live in 
the parity of God, ſees himſelf ( as it were) 
now awakned out of che drunken leep of the 
whore; newly rifen out of the defiled bed of the 
fleſh; from the (piricuall vomits,ſwinith abo- 
minations, and beaſtly uncleannefle that he 
before wallowed in-

«p all the corrupt fleſb, by bringing the ſoul to be 
levefich of Chriſt,witb the operative Pils of bis bleſs 
ſed Spirit ; O, haw hatetull now is the gold: 
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den cup and ſweet wine ot the whore,to a ſpiritu= 
alized man; inlomuch that he now /oatbs and 
abbors himſelt in duſt and afhes.3 nay,indeed he

and Lord of Lords; all the power and policy 
of the fieſb, ſhall at laſt yield their power to 
Chriſt, and thal! confent to the juſt jzedgenent 
of the whore thy fleſhly wiſdom; bat till this 
ſtrong man the fl:þ be caſt out, by that ſtrong» 
er then be, Chrilt Jeſus, there will be nothin 
but war and contalion in thee;ſo that indeed 
now the ſerpent is Come down with great rage in 
thee, knowing that he hath but a ſhort time;

Truly Chriſtian, me 
thinks this war in Heaven is a ſure ſymptom 
of the day of judgment,the end of this world 
In us, when God: hath by his own power 
brought forth this man 7eſzs in us, and hath 
given him power to rule and reign in this 
woman, or weak paſſive Chriſtian: the ſoul 
xreſently upon the birth or bringing forth of 
Zeſws in it,is immediately in a wi{dernvs,or loſt 
in it ſelf, and lies as onc amazcd at this ſud- 
den work of the Lord; and in this bewildred 
condition of the creature, Satan he gagcs 
tvarupon it, ſhoots his fiery darts at it, pur- 
fucs the woman with Herod, and ſeeks to de-

God 
dividing the Licht from toe Dart nec, to be ſeen 
In man;the watzrs below from ie waters above the 
Firmament : all this is fultlled mſtericuſly'in

man; in whom God ſeparares himſelf,who is 
pure and light, from the darknes and nothing- 
nes of the creatnre : The Fouls of the Ayre, and 
Fiſhes of the Sea,are myſticalſy in man; as name- 
Iy,thoſe flying poantaſies,and ſwiming notions 
o+ rhe creature; in a word,heer's every thing 
bringirp forth fruit after its hind in man; and all 
Gods creation , good in its own Kkinde, in 
this firſt world,which is in mans heart. 

But now this firſt world, this firſt creation 
muſt be diſſolved; whatever excellency God 
hath enducd man withall,in this firſt creation; 
whatcver maturity of wit and ingenuity the 
Lord hath I-nt man; how high foever, and 
how large ſoever, the Lord hath naturallized 
the creature, yet all this excellency hall va- 
nith away; all this worldly glory, as I to call 
it, thall be conſumed and barnt up: bur alas ! 
kow hardly is this believed, how impoſlible 
is this to carnall man, that all this godly 
cceation and worke of God in his nature, 
ſhould be annihilated; that reafon, naturatl 
underſtanding, and wiſdom; nay, nature it 
ſelfe, ſhould be confamed : but this is the 
Lords at, hs ſtrange af, his work, and won- 
derous work in a Chriſtian : 

Now therefore, conſider Chriſtian, that 
this is but the old world , or firſt or loweſt 
manifeſtation of God in thee; which 01d world 
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muſt paſs away and be no more : fobn tels us, 
that he ſaw A new heaven and a new earth, Rev, 
21.1. For the e firſt | heaven and the firſt earth was 
paſſed away,and there was no more Sea; what's all 
this ? Traly Chrittian in me its thus much, 
when this day dawn, and 114 d.y Star Chriſt Teſus 
ariſeth in our hearts , when the morning Sun, 
even Fejus breaks forth upon us in his glory, 
warmth and ſplendor, then begins this world 
within us to be diffolved; the beavers and the 
earth in us, begins to mert with the fervent 
heat of this Sw, and fall aw 17 ro nothing : 
and the Lord initcad of thetc, trames a new 
heaven and a new earth: fo that all that was na- 
ture and pure reafon, and Ing rity, is quite 
diſſolved, and anew work wrought in the 
ſoul-; that rakes up the heart above its fors 
mer excellency and glory; although that 
were good in its kinde,yet Ged will pleaſe b 
the more glorious ailcoveries of himlelf to 
drown all this former creation,and to begert 
all chings new in' the creature ; and then 
not'onely the heaven and the earth patled a- 
way,but alſo there was no more Sex : 

This Sea,or theſe waters in man, :re rhoſe 
pgreot nverflowings, and inundations of na- 
tare;the ſwellings ind r oarings of proud ſelf 
and creature;this deep 1: mo ſhall be dried up 
by the hear of the Cor: of righteonſurſſe : Theſe 
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Waters are the very Throne of the whore, or the 
very Seat of the wiſdome ot the fleth : now 
when this'Sea {hall be dried @p,then there ſhal 
be a place no longer tor this ipirituall whore 
found in heaven, nor yet in the ſoul of a 
Saint. 

O,what cauſe of joy is here for all theSain:s! 
rar eager pantings after the power .and

Chriſt will then pur afide this veil which is 
before this varlets face;namely,al her ſpecious 
pretences,and ſhews of glory. Chriſt is that 
mountain ſpoken of, in T/a.25. In whom God 
ſhall deſtroy the veil of the covering that is caſt bver 
all people : but this muſt be fulfilled, when this 
mountain Chriſt -Jeſus, ſhall be eftabliſhed 
tipon the top of the mountains in our ſouls ; 
or when Chriſt by his own power hath ſeated 
himſelf in us, above every high thought, and 
vain imagination ; when the childe Jeſas is 
given to us,and hath gotten the government 
upon his ſhoulders ; this is the time of the 
whores demolition in us : I ſay,it is the work

In which I obſerve,firſt,;the 
love of Chrilt to the [ou/;Chrilt did firſt of al 
by his bloud and paſſion, purchaſe the ſoul to 
himſelf,to the end that the ſhould be a conſtant 
Spouſe unto him ; bur ſhe hath adulterized 
from her husband; committed harlotry from 
her firſt lover, and hath taken part with Anti- 
chriſt againſt him : upon which adultery, the 
jealoutie of the Lord ariſes in himſelf, and as 
jealouſy is ſaid to be the rage of a manz(o the 
Lord,as I may ſay,in the rage of this jealoufre, 
comes and deſtroies this Antichriſt, ſtils ſin in 
the Chriſtian; ſheaths the ſword of the ſpirir 
in the bowels of this fpiritual Antichriſt,breaks 
the head of this Serpent in us : bur yet not- 
withſtanding, entertains this adulterized 
creature into his Tove and favour, does yet 
once more eſpouſe her to himſelf, by a freſh 
att and maniteſtaticn of love and favour:you 
may {ce an embleme of this love in Hoſ.3.1. 
where God commands the Prophet to go with 
a meſſage of love,to the woman that had plai- 
cd the harlot with him, Go,yzet love a woman be= 
loved of ber friend, yet an adultreſſe : though ſhe an 
adultres, yet I am ber friend;though ſhe an harlot,yet 
T ſend love greetings towards her:thoxgh ſbe hath bin 
F400 
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unconſtant towards me, yet I will owne ber to he my 
wife,my ſpouſe, my beloved; and therfore the text 
ſaies, that it was granted to the Lambs wife, 
that ſhe ſhould be arrayed in linen , cleane 
and white : which likewiſe diQtates to me, 

In the ſecond place,the purity that this day 
of burninz, Chriſt Jelus in ipirit, works in the 
heart of his People ; he doth not only rake 
from it the garment fpoted with the fleſh,but like- 
wiſe cloathes it with the ſhining Robe of righte= 
ouſeſſe ; he doth not only empty a Soul of its 
own corruption; but Jikewile fils it with his 
glory-: beauties It with his own adornings: 
© fair, beantitull, awiadle creature! whoſe 
beauty and cxcellency conliſts in Chriſt that 
divine center of brightnelle & glory: this will 
ſend a Saint to the depth of admiration : be- 
hold! what manner of lyve bath the Father-heſtowcd 
apon us, that we? fh.uld bee cal;ed the Sons of God ? 
that God ſhonld thus by the power of the (p1- 
wt, conſume al this drofs & corruption in us3 
and bring us by that divin: light to ſec onr #- 
ion with the Father, in the Son : and to ſe 
the glory of our adoption in fe[us; & to behold 
our ſelv:s in the fleſh of our elder Brother at 
the Right-hand of the Father ?

12. concerning this de- 
ftracion of Babylon, That hee will make a man 
more precious then fine Gold , or t!e Golden wedge 
of Opher; this man is Chriſt, who in the day of 
his power and in the confounding of this fþi- 
rituall Babel in as,{hall be made unto us more 
precieus then the higheſt creature exc-]len- 
cy : never till now, will the Saints come to 
valve and to prize Chrilt, till they ſee what 
he doth in them, 

Now, bow beautifull upon the mountains, are the 
feet of them that bring glad tidings of good things; 
that publiſheth Salvation ; that [aith unto Zion thy 
God reipneti?

offer themic]lves, whoſe portion it is to groan 
under this ſpiritual vaſſalage, to labour un- 
der this body of death.

will bring thee to walke in the light of his

It was ſaid of Abraham, That be ſaw the day of 
Chriſt,and was glad;how gladly then ſhould the 
Saints expe, and ſpiritually jee this day to be 
at hand in them ; In which they ſhall be freed 
from that burthen, which they now undergo? 
Shall I tell thee yet farther,tor thy comfort, 
0 Chriſtian! this Jeſus that comes, will come, and 
will not tarry : The Lord fees thee in thy poor 
weak condition;he takes notice of thoſe many 
foils that thy wicked heart gives thee 3 he hears 
thy ſighings, cries and groans ; he yearns 
after thee ; he makes haſte to come unto thee 
ſo quickly, as may conduce to the advance- 
ment of his glory,and thy ſouls further peace 
and comfort. 

Thus in brief, I have diſcovered to; you, in 
ſome meaſure, The myſtery of iniquity , which 
works in all ofus;Tbe great whore, The ſpiritual 
Babylon,with her riſe and her down-fall. |

the Lord ſhall manifeſt it unto me; and ſol 
commit my labour to him, from whence on- 
ly, 1 expe a reward : detiring nothing from 
any man, but a favourable conftrution of 
that which 1 have declared to all men, in the 
bowels of loveand affeftion. 

For my own part, I am one that waiteth 
for the Kingdom and power of Chriſt, to be 
manifeſted in me : - I delire to ſee farther the 
glorious dawnings of Feſws, and rilmgs of his 
glory in me; and looking for, and baſting to the
